In the instant case that the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process such as by an ion sputtering or coextruding 
method where the specifics of the method claims are not contained in all of the article 
claims, and include details to the specific method steps which would not be normally 
searched with the article claims, where the limitations of method steps in article claims 
are not always considered as limitations to the structure of an article claim. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: there are two apparent species of how article is

formed, one formed with a coating layer without the use of an electrolyte solution, and 
the other formed of a coating layer formed with an electrolyte solution.
